The  Fire  Association. 

The  ineetiug  of  the  Association,  which 
was  called  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the 
necessary  steps  for  incorpora  t  ion  J 
held  on  Monday  evening  last,  in  Wild' 
hall.  Owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather,  the  attendance  was  not  as  large 
as  was  desirable,  about  forty  gentlemen 
being  present  out  of  over  one  hundred 
and  seventy  of  the  subscribers  and  mem¬ 
bers  who  had  been  invited 

Thei  articles  of  incorporation  were  read 
and  approved,  'were  signed  by  ten  df  the 
Trustees,  who  were  previously  selected 
for  that  purpose,  and  acknowledged  be 
fore  Mr.  Rayner.  a  Master  in  Chancery. 

Previous  to  the  signing  of  the  articles 
of  incorporation  an  address  was  made  by 
the  President,  in  which  he  stated  that 
the  Trustees  at  their  meeting  had  de¬ 
cided  to  recommend  an  election  of  a  new 
board  of  Trustees  on  the  following  day, 
in  order  that  the  apparatus  might  be 
contracted  for  without  unnecessary  de¬ 
lay.  This  was  adopted  as  the  sense  of 
the  meeting,  and  an  election  of  a  board 
of  thirteen  Trustees  was  ordered  for 
Tuesdjay  last.  A  Judge,  Inspector,  and 
Clerk  were  chosen  to  take  charge  of  the 
election,  and  were  ordered  to  open  the 
polls  at  4.50  P.  M.,  and  hold  them  open 
until  8.30  p.  M. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned,  to  meet 
again  at  the  same  place  on  Tuesday 
evening,  at  eight  o’clock. 

The  polls  were  opened,  as  directed,  on 
Tuesday  afternoon,  and  the  balloting 
proceeded  with  until  about  half-past 
eight  o’clock,  when  the  meeting  was 
called  to  order.  Mr.  A.  R.  Brewer  was 
elected  temporary  chairman,  and  Mr.  F.

The  school  trustees,  acting  upon  the  in¬ 
structions  of  a  public  meeting  properly 
called,  and  legally  competent  to  instruct, 
have  purchased  for  $4,000  a  lot  of  ground 
on  Liberty  8treet„east  of  the  Groan,  and 
In  front  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  ample 
for  the  purpose,  upon  which  to  erect  a 
primary  public  school,  and  at  the  last  an¬ 
nual  meeting  presented  incomplete  plans 
for  such  a  structure,  with  estimates  of 
cost  varying  from  $12,000  to  $14,000,  which 
would  accommodate  from  150  to  EDO  chil-: 
dren.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  such  a  build 
ing  as  they  contemplate,  complete,  in 
eluding  furniture,  furnace,  grading,  fenc¬ 
ing,  etc.,  would  cost,  with  the  land,  about 
$  18,000 — not  less.  And  the  questions  pre¬ 
sent  themselves  as  follows  :  Is  this  a  ju¬ 
dicious  expenditure  ?  Will  it  meet  the 
requirements  ?  Is  this  the  best  thing  that 
can  be  done  ? 

The  attendance  upon  the  meeting  au¬ 
thorizing  this  expenditure  was  small,  and 
the  views  of  many  who  dissent  from  its 
conclusions  were  not  heard,  while  the 
action  taken  was  in  direct  opposition  to 
the  opinions  and  instructions  given  at  a 
previous  meeting,  at  which  it  was  de¬ 
cided  that  not  one,  but  two  or  more  pri 
mary  schools  should  be  erected  in  tht 
outlying  districts,  to  relieve  the  Centre 
School  and  to  accommodate  different 

lighborhoods ;  and  the  trustees  were 
authorized  to  purchase  a  lot  at  the  West 
End  for  this  purpose.  Now,  as  it  is  doubt¬ 
less  the  aim  of  tne  trustees  to  furnish  the 
very  best  facilities  in  their  power  and  to 
ascertain  the  will  of  the  people  for  this 
purpose,  would  it  not  be  wise,  and  in 
their  interest,  as  well  as  for  the  general 
good,  to  elicit  a  full  discussion  of  this  im¬ 
portant  subject. 

That  Bloomfield  will  vote  all  needful 
money  for  this  purpose  is  evident  from 
the  earnestness  and  unanimity  which  was 
shown  recently  when  it  was  found  that 
through  injudicious  action  her  schools 
were  being  crippled  ;  and  it  is  assumed 
that  our  present  trustees  have  the  entire 
confidence  of  the  community.  It  would 
appear,  however,  that — 

1st.  $18,000  is  too  large  a  sum  to  be 
spent  in  one  locality. 

2d.  The  locality  is  not  a  good  one  to 
accommodate  the  whole  district. 

3d.  It  is  neither  central  nor  convenient 
for  a  large  majority  of  the  children. 

4th.  The  policy  of  grouping  so  many 
infant  children  is  bad,  morally  and  phy¬ 
sically. 

5th.  No  primary  teacher  can  properly 
instruct  over  twenty  or  twenty-five  chil¬ 
dren,  and  it  is  better  that  the  number 
should  be  under  twenty  for  each. 

6th.  The  distance  is  so  great  from  the 
average  of  the  district  that  a  large  pro-

serve  as  feeders  to  the  Centre  School 
which  should  properly  be  reserved  for 
more  advanced  scholars. 

It  would  appear  that  Bloomfield  is  grow¬ 
ing  more  rapidly  at  fts  extremes  than  in 
the  centre,  while  most'of  the  very  few 
Improvements  that  are  made  are  at  the 
centre,  or  if  this  is  not  so,  it  would  taike  a 
microscope  to  find  them  elsewhere.  We 
shall,  not  complain,  however,  if  by  the 
united  efforts  of  the  Citizen,  the  School 
trustees,  the  town  committee,  and  the 
Village  Improvement  Association,  success 
is  attained  in  making  our  beautiful  to\vn 
take  its  deserved  rank  among  her  sisters 
of  New  Jersey,  and  shall  rejoice  at  any 
and  all  substantial  improvements  within 
her  limits.  *  Yours,
